true , that ſometimes ignorant or euill Princes ſuc- 
ceede,yet the condition of Kingdomes and Nobili-

tinies,ſpecially if the Councellers be wiſe; and for- 


raine inuaſions doe not approach: but when the 


children of Nobles are weake or wicked; it will be
